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smoked None of today's conventional medicines are smoked, so tt leads 
one to believe that marijuana couldn't be a medicine. However, I found 
oul that since marijuana is taken in this manner, ft can be absorbed by 
the blood many times faster than a pill or liquid People who are 
fighting nausea find rt very hard to swallow a pill and keep it down, 
whereas marijuana can enter the bloodstream instantaneously and bring 
immediate relief 

When 1 first started my search I only knew of only one buyers 1 club. 
The buyers 1 club in San Francisco started by Dennis Peron The club was 
started because Peron, an openly gay activist, watched his lover get 
arrested for smoking medicinal manjuana and then later die from AIDS. 
^These people are struggling to live, and marijuana is helping them live, 2 
Dennis Peron stated. Then talking about his club he said, 3 We lose 
members every week, and it breaks my heart But ril always know that in 
their final says I gave them a little solace. 2 

An unlfcely acirvist of the club is Mary Rathbum, also known as the 
3 brownie lady 7 . She is not the type that one would expect to be a dealer, 
a grand motherly woman who is in her early 70s She began making 
marijuana brownies for AIDS patients who were slowly starving themselves, 
and marijuana was the only medicine that helped them eat. 3 My children 
are dying, some of them in the streets, 2 she said, starting to cry. 

Most of the customers of the Cannabis Buyers 1 Club are men wfth AIDS, 
but people afflicted with all sorts of ailments buy from the club. 3 lt 
allowed me to gain 30 pounds in the past six months, 2 said AIDS patient 
Jon Bush, attesting to how the marijuana from the club helped him. 

However, the club has had serious difficulties from the start. 
Numerous busts and shut-downs occurred because of California Attorney 
General Dan Lungren and Captain Gregory Corrates of the SFPD. 3 Peron is a 
drug dealer who hides behind the misery of other people to sell to kids 
and anyone with money, 2 Corrales told the San Francisco examiner. 
Indeed, Peron is no Mother Teresa. Even before Peron contracted AIDS he ■ 
was arrested for possession of manjuana numerous time, and was once even 
shot in a police raid. This might lead people to believe Corrales 
statement, and I also believe that the idea had credibility Dennis Peron 
wouldnM be as much of a drug activist if he hadn't smoked pot all his 
life. Even so, that still doesn't make up for the wrongful actions that 
the BNE (Bureau of Narcotics Enforcement) took The BNE was involved in 
eight separate illegal activities and at least two felonies in an attempt 
to discredit the Cannabis Buyers 1 Club, none of which they were ever 
chastised for. 

Medicinal marijuana should be legalized. The government has no right 
to deny medicine that could be used help roughly 5 million people! United 
State's courts have upheld the rights of suffers to use medicinal 
marijuana on many occasions, all of which the DEA refuses to acknowledge. 
There is no reason that marijuana should not be moved down to Schedule II, 
or even Schedule V, where cough syrup is placed. 

3 [Marfuana is] one of the sal est therapeutically active substances 
known to man, 2 the DEA 1 s Chief Administrative law judge, Francis L. Young 
ruled. 3 |and that] ft would be unreasonable, arbitrary and capricious for 
DEA to continue to stand between those sufferers and the benefits of this 
substance. 2 But still, marijuana remains illegal 



of the few people that the government supplies marijuana for. In the 
early 1970s, Randall was diagnosed wrth glaucoma, and told by his doctor 
that he would be blind within a few years. None of the conventional 
glaucoma drugs were helping him, and then by accident he discovered that 
smoking marijuana reduced the elevated pressure in hts eyes, and halted 
the deterioration of hts eyesight He began smoking everyday, until he 
was arrested in 1975 on suspicion of possessing marijuana. 

At first his lawyer laughed when he heard why Randall was smoking pot, 
but eventually they agreed to mount the first marijuana defense based on 
medical necessity. He was acquitted, and the government began to provide 
him with pot through the Compassionate Use Investigation program, in which 
the FDA provided him with marijuana and gathered data on the effects 
(Grinspoon p40-57). 

Gradually, more people began to take advantage of the program, but it 
was exlremely difficult to get in. Then Randall developed a streamlined 
approach for applying for legal marijuana, and the number of applicants 
soared, which prompted the Bush administration to close the program in 
1992 

Much of the information I found in this report conflicted with other 
information I gathered. Since no definite study has been done which 
proves that marijuana does one thing or another I could only go on 
personal accounts and what people claim to know. RandalPs story seemed 
accurate since I have read many accounts of it, but efther by bad 
journalism, misinformation, or just conflicting facts, I was able to find 
a total contradiction to what Randall was saying. An article in the Press 
Democrat by Charles Krauthammer stated: 

3 lt borders on malpractice give marijuana for glaucoma. Whie it can 
reduce ntracular pressure (wrth huge doses of pot), it can also constrict 
blood supply to the optic nerve, exacerbating vision problems There are 
far safer, and better drugs. Cancer and AIDS? Marijuana may reduce 
nausea and anorexia but there are drugs on the market that do an equal or 
better job (Krauthammer). 2 

I find it hard to believe Krauthammer though, since he didnM cite 
where any of his information came from, and he himself ts not an expert in 
the field. He was also unclear on how much a large dose of pot is, a hit, 
a bowl, a pound? Another question I had was how marijuana was considered 
an unsafe substance? 

The press is obviously not helping the issue if they allow writers to 
write exactly what the government wants them to print, without even doing 
any research into the subject. 

Another one of the big reasons that marijuana remains illegal is 
because it lacks corporate money. Typically, a pharmaceutical company 
will spend 5200 million or more to develop a drug and win FDA approval, 
then receive a 1 7-year patent right that would allow them to sell their 
product and earn back the money. But because marijuana is a plant, there 
could be no plant, or profit (Grinspoon) 

Moreover, marfuana would be very cheap to produce. Anyone with a 
garden could grow their own medicine, cutting down the profits of the 
pharmaceutical companies and their established medicines. 

I dorTt quite believe this conspiracy theory. The real reason 
marijuana has trouble being thought of as a medicine is because it is

marijuana. I d»d my interview with Anna Peat, whose mom, Sarah Watts, was 
diagnosed in August of CE96 with adnocarcenoma cancer throughout her 
gastrointestinal tract, up and down her spine, and throughout her 
reproductive organs 

The doctor who diagnosed her, lold Anna not to be surprised if her 
mother didn't live another two weeks and that rt was very likely her 
mother wouid die within three months. The longest a patient has ever 
survived with cancer as advanced as Sarah, has been a year and a half, so 
she is doing extremely well having just past the seven month mark. 

When I asked Anna how marijuana helped her mother, she somberly told me 
that it was used mainly to stimulate her mothers' appetite but it also 
helps her with the nausea that is caused by the different treatments she 
takes When Sarah was first diagnosed, chemo-therapy and surgery were out 
of the question because the cancer was already so far advanced. Instead 
they placed her on anti-nausea drugs like torcane, reglan, and compazing. 
None of these drugs were effective, and in some cases caused her to 
increase vomiting and made her feel worse. 

Marinol a THC pit that Sarah's doctor placed her on. The pil didn't 
work at all, and caused her to throw-up all the food that was in her 
stomach. She was rapidly losing weight, and at one point was down to 86 
pounds. Her doctor decided that Sarah needed morphine then, and 
prescribed it for her. An unfortunate side-effect of morphine is that it 
is an appetite-suppressant, ft wasn't until then that Anna's mother 
started looking for alternative treatments, such as marijuana. 

Fortunately Anna has a good friend who grows marijuana, and supplies 
her with as much as she can afford to give. Sarah smokes a small joint, 
or meagerly bowl twice a day, before breakfast and dinner. She doesn't 
like the unpleasant effects of being 'high 2 , especially when combined with 
the effects of the morphine, but she needs it to stimulate her appetite, 
and allow her to keep the food down. 

Anna expressed to me her dissatisfaction on marijuana's ilegal status 
when rt is such it plays such an vital role in helping her mother stay 
alive. She told me that since help could be available for millions of 
people, it's stupid of the government to forbid using it (Peat) 

Unfortunately, I was never able to interview Sarah myself, but I have 
seen her before. Almost two weeks before I started my investigation of 
medicinal marijuana I met her at a private pool in Sebastopol. 

She seemed positive, and had a smile on her face, but I couldn't help 
to see how skinny she was Almost all of her ribs could be seen that 
weren't covered by her bathing suit,. and she looked incredibly frail. Her 
condition has deteriorated rapidly since then, preventing me from talking 
to her again. 

Currently the United States Government allows eight people to smoke 
medicinal marijuana. 

It seemed odd that the government that the government recognizes that 
eight people have a legitement need for medicinal marijuana and actually 
supplies them with joints, but it remains blind to the thousands of other 
people who have the exact same disease as the eight people the government 
supplies marijuana to. Later I learned that the government didn't really 
want these people to use marijuana because rt undermines their whole war 
on drugs, but somehow these eight people just managed to slip through the 
cracks and now the government can't do anything to stop it It's like 
they were caught in a lie, admitted it, then went back to the lie

Even though this ruling allowed for marijuana lo be placed in Schedule 
II, so it could be prescribed as medicine, the DEA refused to reschedule. 
This decision was later upheld in court, because the DEA has its own right 
to decide what is 3 medicine 2 and what is not (About Medicinal Marijuana) 
It surprised me that a government agency has the power to decide what 
medicine is, and what it's not. Doctors who have gone through years of 
medical school should have the right to decide what their patient needs, 
not some politician who claims to be protecting the public from dangerous 
drugs. 

For years the U.S. government has been slow to even acknowledge that 
marijuana could have some medical uses. The few studies that they have 
initiated all suggested a more intensive study should be undertaken, and 
their preliminary research showed that marijuana could be helpful. During 
a 1 5-month study of health-related effects of marijuana, by The Institute 
Of Medicine and The National Academy of Sciences research showed that 
marijuana could be helpful in the treatment of the following conditions 

Cancer: Marijuana can be used to alleviate the nausea, vomiting, and loss 
of appetite caused by chemotherapy treatment. 

AIDS: Marijuana can be used to alleviate the nausea, vomiting, and loss of 
appetite caused by the disease itself and by treatment with AZT and other 
drugs. 

Glaucoma: Marijuana, by reducing intraocular pressure, alleviates the pain 
and slows or halts the progress of the disease. Glaucoma, which damages 
vision by gradually increasing eye pressure over time, is the leading 
cause of blindness in the Unfted States. 

Multiple Sclerosis: Manjuana can reduce the muscle pain and spasticity 
caused by the disease, ft may also relieve tremor and unsteadiness of 
gait, and it helps some patients with bladder control. Multiple sclerosis 
is the leading cause of neurological disability among young and 
middle-aged adults in the United States. 

Epilepsy. Marijuana can prevent epileptic seizures in some patients. 

Chronic Pain: Marijuana reduces the chronic, often debflitating pain 
caused by a vanety of injuries and disorders. 

However, the study also showed that smoking e>cessrve amounts of 
marijuana might lead to cancer in the respiratory track, similar to the 
cancer caused by smoking tobacco. It also showed that marijuana impairs 
motor coordination, affects tracking ability, and sensory and perceptual 
functions, which would affect a persons ability to drive a car or operate 
machinery. Because of the *high 2 that marijuana causes, the study also 
advised that a synthetic form of THC (the active ingredient in marijuana) 
would be better (National p1 5-30). 

After doing large amounts of research, I decided to do an interview 
wrth a caregiver for someone who has cancer, and whose patient smokes

Medicinal Marijuana 
Seeing Through the Haze 

For thousands of years marijuana was smoked to relieve pain and nausea 
caused by a wide variety of ailments, until it was deemed illegal by the 
United States Government in 1937. Today mariju ana is the mp§t popular of 
ilicit drugs, so I was intrigued to learn about the possfctfe health 
benefits of this herb. 

I first heard about medicinal marijuana when the Cannabis Buyers 1 Club 
in San Francisco started selling marijuana to people afflicted with 
cancer, AIDS, and other debilitating diseases. This buyers 1 dub was also 
the campaign headquarters for the medicinal-marijuana Companionate Use 
Act, which passed in California's November 1996 elections. 

There is still a lot of debate concerning medicinal marijuana, but 
still, for all purposes it remains illegal under a blanket of federal 
law. The controversy around medicinal marijuana interested me, and I 
decided to try and find more information on this complicated issue- 
In the United States drugs are placed into frve schedules based on the 
Control Act of 1 970. Cannabis is in Schedule I, which means that it has a 
high potential for abuse, and no currently accepted medical use. Schedule 
II drugs are drugs like cocaine, opium, and morphine. These are drugs 
that have a high potential for abuse, but also have been accepted for 
medical use and can be prescribed by a physician (Illegal Drugs and 
Alcohol.). ft 1 s ironic that a drug that no one has ever died from an 
overdose, or formed a physical addiction to, is in the most dangerous 
category of drugs. 

In 1 972 an effort was initiated to re-designate marijuana. After 14 
years the DEA opened public hearings that lasted for two years, where 
thousands of pages of information were submitted and numerous physicians, 
and patients testified. On September 6, 1 988 a decision was reached 
(About Medicinal Marijuana). The DEA's Chief Administrative Law Judge, 
Francis L. Young, ruled: 

Marijuana, in its natural form, is one of the safest 
therapeutically active substances known. [T]he provisions of the 
[Controlled Substances] Act perm ft and require the transfer of 
marijuana from Schedule I to Schedule II. ft would be 
unreasonable, arbitrary and capricious for DEA to continue to 
stand between those sufferers and the benefits of this substance.

DAMAGING THE ENVIRONMENT 

Although guilty of environmental damage 
throughout the world, Shell Oil is infamous for 
It's exploitation of Nigerian oil reserves; laying 
pipelines through villages, creating frequent oil 
spills, destroying once fertile land, polluting 
rivers, and increasing respiratory diseases. The 
Ogoni people of the oil rich Niger delta 
organised themselves in peaceful protest and 
successfully forced Shell to virtually abandon 
Ogoni in 1993. 

ROBBING THE POOR 

Shell makes over $300 million a year from 
Nigeria and is about to begin work on a S4 billion 
natural gas joint venture with the military regime. 
Oti provides 90% of Nigeria's foreign income, 
and 80% of its military revenue. About half of 
this comes from Shell. While these huge oti 
seals benefit the corrupt dictators, the people 
of Ogoni remain among the poorest in Africa, 
lacking running water, electricity, or adequate 
schools and healthcare 

MURDER AND TORTURE 

In May 1994, after a secret meeting with Shell, 
the Nigerian Head of Internal Security called 
for "ruthless military operations". The results? 
Oozens of villages destroyed, thousands of 
people made homeless and hundreds 
massacred. In an attempt to end the growing 
international protests, nine key campaigners 
were arrested. Shell offered to help secure their 
release only if they called off the global 
campaign. On the 10th November 1995, 
despite international condemnation, the 



campaigners were hung. The brutal 
oppression continues, and nineteen other 
campaigners are being detained in appalling 
conditions and face execution. Shell later 
admitted that it had supplied guns for the 
'security operations'. 

EXPLOITING WORKERS 

The abuse of human rights continues closer 
to home, with Shell playing a leading role in 
the de-recognition of oil workers unions. Even 
after the Piper Alpha oil rig disaster, demands 
for improved safety rights, were refused and 
non-union labour employed. 




BUT ITS NOT JUST SHELL 

What's wrong with Shell is also wrong with 
other companies; causing massive 
environmental devastation and abuse of 
human rights in their quest for greater profits. 
British Petroleum, Texaco, Total, Mobil, ELF, 
and Esso are among the other companies 
with interests in Nigeria and other oppressive 
regimes. 

Total and Texaco, operate in Burma where 

the military dictators are using slave labour 

to clear rainforest for oil companies. 

BP has invaded aboriginal land in Australia 

and has recently been accused of 

environmental vandalism and collusion with 

security forces injColumbia. 

Texaco devastated areas of ecologically 

sensitive Amazonian rainforest and forced 

indigenous peoples from their hemes.

PREMEDITATE THE TASK EXECUTION 



This plank underpins (he most successful tasks, he I hey unlawful 
or otherwise. Si mp J y put. p I 1 n n 1 n i the lift can greatly reduce the 
risk of detection and appi ehens i on . Planning and/ or thinking about 
the lift does not suuuost that the Lifter must concoct a blueprint 
prior to the lift execution, hi ft planning assists the Lifter by 
arming him ot her with advance knowledge of the risk environment, 
in which the 1.1 ft et inns t reckon with fluting the lift. For example 
simple issues such as; are there cameras?, con vexed mi r rots?, 
mirror veiwmg windows? , other security instruments? and th** 
location of such devices in relation to the targeted product. And 
of course what and w lie re is the product. Jt is imperative that the 
Lifter knows BEFOREHAND what the pioduct is and where it lies in 
the store. Knowing this will prevent the Lifter from wanderini 
aimlessly through the store, searching for the product, attracting 
attention. 

The experienced Lifter will sometimes know the identity of store 
security s»aff. le. what they look like. This information, for 
obvious reasons is most valuable to any Lifter. Though gaining sucfi 
knowledge is often difficult, it is recommended that career Lifter: 
attempt to identify stoie security staff prior to the lift. 

It is also useful to the Lifter to have a fair picture of the 
immediate area suriounding the targeted store. This may assist the 
Lifter during evasive action, when he or she is being pursued In- 
security. If the Lifter knows a police station I i es close by the 
store, the pursued Liftei will of course decamp in an opposite 01 
alternative direction. 



EXECUTE THE TASK QUICKLY 

Executing the lift quickly, although a simple suggestion, plays a 
crucial role in Lifting. This principle is genetally applicable to 
most risk conduct: indulging in risk conduct for a minimum amount 
of time equals minimum chance of consequence. 

Do not, saunter through a store casually or otherwise looking foi 
an item that takes your fancy. This behaviour is a definite HO HO. 
The longer you remain in the store the greater the risk cf 
detection. This is especially so in th* I .tiger department stores 
which are peivaded with store detectives. It is these st ct *. 
detectives uho wander all day through *m s I e after aisle -eaiThm.i 
for the wandering, HESITANT Lifter. Wandering and hesitant Lifteif 
become the bread and butter for store detectives. This cannot be 
empha s 1 s ed enough . 

How to avoid lengthy and h-.si'ani shop 1 1 1 1 i no? By planning 1 I:-, 
lift, knowing what and most importantly where the product it. Being 
armed with such Intel ligenre elim:;ntes the need for the Lifter t ? 
remain any longer in the store than necessary. I suggest that in 
general a Lifter should allow him or herself a maximum of b to " 
minutes for lift execution, even lesser in some lifts. If the 
Lifter exceeds *his time limit then they are advised to abort.

SUSPECT EVERYBODY 



finny Lifter? are duped into believing that the only people to be 
concerned about during lifts are the recognizable security staff" 
unrecognizable security staff, store staff and adult shoppers.' 
Although these people must be reckoned with they do not complete 
the list of suspicious persons. All the people in the store, 
including CHILDREN, OLD PEOPLE, DISABLED PEOPLE, POOR PEOPLE AND 
SO OH must be treated as suspects during the lift. Why? remember 
this: many shoppers will protect store merchandise more vigorously 
than the actual owners. In other words the innocent shopper is 
likely to dob you in faster than you can blink. This also includes 
children who will inform their parents who in turn inform shop 
staff. Do not become complacent about the abilities of civilian 
shoppers, as '.hey will watch, pursue and apprehend the Lifter with 
as much real if not more than the paid security staff. 

Another point to remember is that people must remain suspect after 
the Lifter's departure from the stole. Occasionally security staff 
will tail a Lifter from the store for various reasons, such as to 
record the plate number of t he Lifter's car or to tail the Lifter 
into other adjacent stores. Be warned the Lift does not immediantly 
finish outside the store, as in some cases it just begins! 




IF SUSPICIOUS, ABORT 



Again t li r message in this pi i nci pi * is self-evident. If I he Lifter 
during the course of I lie Lifting becomes suspicious. uneasy, 
hesitant, uncertain and so on. then he or she is strongly advised 
to ahott the lift. Aborting the lift is the piefered option even 
if the suspicion was miwai rant ed , as the Liftei can always return 
the following day or work an alternative store. Forfeiting a lift 
and the time involved in its preparation, though bothersome and 
disappointing, is greatly piefeted to forfeiting the Lifter's 
liberty. In short, during lift operations DO NOT ignore your 
f eel i ngs .

Various observeable signals and stimuli denoting :h* survei i 1 an 
and detect ion- of aLiftei dining t he Lifting abound , especially in 
large department stores. These s i gna 1 s .' c ! ues can range from: 

(a) unusual coded commum ca t i on? on the store intercom 

(b) the movement and behaviour of staff in the store 

(c) the movement, quantity, behavioui and identity oi statf neat 

the store exits and /or service desk 

(d) the movement and behaviour of o* he! people in the store, le. 
someone following you 

The above and similar events should not be ignored by the Lifter, 
as unusual movement and activity within the stoie (any store size) 
general ly indicates something untoward is underway. 

It is strongly suggested tc the Liftei that whenever he or she 
feels abnormally uneasy oi paianoid dining a lift then for the sake 
of your liberty abort the operation. 

t 

IF APPREHENDED, DENY AND DEPART 

The most unpalatable and frared part f Lifting is the tenet of 
apprehension. Though contrary to popular belief, apprehension a\ 
the storefront does not necessarily in.pl y the end for the Liftei. 
However it goer without saying that apprehension must be avoided 
at all reasonable costs. 

This final constant ran hold extremely complicated and devastating 
results f oi the Liftei. Suffice »o say that tire Litter who is 
assailed and appr ehended by staff/security should embrace lh« 
f o 1 1 owi ng post ui es : 

(a) UNDER NO CIRCUMSTANCES RETURN TO THE STORE 

(b) leave the s i t ua t i on/ a i ea immediantly 

( c ) deny the allegation 

(d) remain calm and alert 

(e) do not suriender any property (bags etc) to security 

(f) do not offer any information whatsoever, especially your name 
and add i ess > * „ . j 

(g) do not eject and/or Surrender the Lifted item 

<h) do not baruain with the assailant ( s t a f f / secur i t y ) 



IF YOU RETURN TO THE STOKE YOU WILL HOT BE Pr>hliiTTtl> TO LEAVE AGAIN 
UNTIL THE POLICE ARRIVE. In short, returning to the stoie is the 
same as walking into a prison cell. It store staff persist in 
accousting you, which they generally do, particularly store 
detectives, depart * the scene quickly. Remember the longer 
st af f /seem i t y detain the accused Liftei at the shop front or the 
car pari: etc. either through bargaining, obstruction, i Dice ar.4 
general hairassment the closer reinforcements (police and security \ 
are getting. DO NOT BARGAIN AND ARGUE WITH THE ASSAILANT 
(SECURITY /STORE STftFFi: IT IS FUTILE AND SUICIDAL . DEPART THE SCENE 
IMMEDIANTLY . 

■ 

If you have to sun from store staff, then run. DO NOT RETURN TO 
YOUR VEHICLE as store staff will record your plate number and 
report it. Come back later and collect the car or alternatively 
organise for a friend to pick it up. During serious evasive action 
when store staff continue to pursue you on foot it may be helpful 
to run into the property of residents. This is because* store staff 
will be reluctant to follow you on private property. 

Many Lifters who have had the misfortune to suffer the experience 
of apprehension will recall that terrible feeling of a store staff 
member molesting your shoulder and politely but piously asking you 
to return to the store: 'I believe you look something from the shop 
without paying for it*. This period cf apprehension becomes the 
most crucial, sensitive and perilous time a Lifter will have »o 
negotiate during lift operations. What will determine the outcome 
of the dreaded moment may greatly depend on the Lifter's response. 
DENIAL AND DEPARTURE remain the best options to date in dealing 
with this situation. Sometimes the support of friends may help 
alleviate the situation. Self-defense is another option but should 
be employed as a last resort.

Lifting can reap great rewards for the Lifter and also immense 
misery. Avoid the misery and approach Lifting with caution, respect 
and skill.
